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lorida  Memorial  University,  one  of  the  oldest  academic  centers 
in  Florida,  was  founded  in  1879  as  the  Florida  Baptist  Institute  in  Live 
Oak,  Florida.  Soon  after  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  gave  its  full 
support  and  the  first  regular  school  year  began  in  1  880. 

In  1  882  the  Florida  Baptist  Academy  was  established  in  Jacksonville,  Florida. 
The  name  was  later  changed  to  Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute.  It  was 
there  that  two  brothers,  James  Weldon  Johnson  and  J.  Rosamond  Johnson  (faculty 
member),  wrote  the  words  and  music  to  what  has  become  known  as  the 
Negro  National  Anthem,  "Lift  Ev'ry  Voice  and  Sing",  in  1990. 

In  1  91  8  the  school  moved  to  St.  Augustine  on  part  of  1  10-acre  tract  of  land 
known  as  "Old  Homes  Plantation",  formerly  one  of  the  largest  slave  planta- 
tions in  Florida.  University  historians  state  that  this  is  where  the  famous  bell 
which  now  sits  above  the  Susie  C.  Holley  Chapel  was  purchased.  The  bell 
was  originally  used  to  gather  slaves  to  issue  daily  orders.  It  was  also  stated 
that  this  bell  was  cast  at  the  same  foundry  as  the  Liberty  Bell  which  is 
enshrined  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 

In  1941  the  school  in  Live  Oak  and  the  school  in  St.  Augustine  merged, 
changing  its  limited  offerings  from  a  junior  college  classification  to  a  four-year 
liberal  arts  institution  which  graduated  its  first  four-year  class  in  1945.  The 
College's  name  was  changed  in  1950  to  Florida  Normal  and  Industrial 
Memorial  College.  In  1963  the  charter  was  again  amended  to  change  the 
name  to  Florida  Memorial  College.  In  1968  the  College  relocated  to  its  present 
site  in  Northwest  Miami  and  by  1972  graduated  its  first  class  at  the  Miami 
site.  Florida  Memorial  College  celebrated  its  100th  anniversary  in  1979  and 
began  a  series  of  expansion  projects  on  the  44-acre  site. 

In  1993  Dr.  Albert  E.  Smith  was  appointed  as  the  College's  tenth  president, 
heralding  another  period  of  growth  in  the  institution's  rich  history.  In  December 
2004,  the  institution's  name  was  changed  to  Florida  Memorial  University  with 
the  announcement  being  made  at  the  Founders'  Convocation  in  March  2005. 
On  July  3,  2006,  Dr.  Karl  S.  Wright  became  the  eleventh  President  of  Florida 
Memorial  University.

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The  National  Pan-Hellenic  Council  (NPHC)  is  a  collaborative  organization  of  nine 
historically  African  American,  international  Greek  lettered  fraternities  and  sororities. 
The  nine  NPHC  organizations  are  sometimes  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Divine 
Nine."  The  NPHC  was  formed  as  a  permanent  organization  on  May  10,  1930  on  the 
campus  of  Howard  University,  in  Washington,  D.C.  NPHC  was  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  1937. The  council  promotes  interaction  through  forums, 
meetings  and  other  mediums  for  the  exchange  of  information  and  engages  in  cooperative 
programming  and  initiatives  through  various  activities  and  functions.  Each  constituent 
member  organization  determines  its  own  strategic  direction  and  program  agenda. 
Today,  the  primary  purpose  and  focus  of  member  organizations  remains  camaraderie 
and  academic  excellence  for  its  members  and  service  to  the  communities  they  serve. 
Each  promotes  community  awareness  and  action  through  educational,  economic,  and 
cultural  service  activities. 

The  founding  members  of  the  NPHC  were  Omega  Psi  Phi,  Kappa  Alpha  Psi,  Alpha 
Kappa  Alpha,  Delta  Sigma  Theta,  and  Zeta  Phi  Beta.  The  council's  membership  expanded 
as  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  (1931),  Phi  Beta  Sigma  (1931),  Sigma  Gamma  Rho  (1931),  and 
lota  Phi  Theta  (1996)  joined  this  coalition  of  Black  Greek  letter  organizations.

scholastic  and  ethical  standards,  to  promote  unity  and  friendship 
among  college  women,  to  maintain  a  progressive  interest  in  college 
life  and  to  be  of  service  to  all  mankind.  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha's  influence 
extends  beyond  campus  quads  and  student  interest.  It  has  a  legacy 
of  service  that  deepens,  rather  than  ends,  with  college  graduation. 

Delta  Eta  History: 

Delta  Eta  Chapter  was  chartered  on  February  6,  1954  on  our  campus  which  was  then 
called  Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  Memorial  College.  Delta  Eta  was  birthed  by  Mrs. 
Pauline  Sims  Puryear,  wife  of  Rev.  Royal  W.  Puryear  who  was  the  President  of  Florida 
Normal  and  Industrial  Memorial  College  at  that  time.  The  "Immaculate"  Delta  Eta  Chapter 
is  the  oldest  undergraduate  chapter  in  South  Florida  and  continues  to  be  a  leader  not  only 
in  our  community  but  the  region  as  a  whole.

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wenty-two  undergraduate  women  founded  Delta  Sigma  Theta 
Sorority,  Inc.  on  January  13,  1913  at  Howard  University.  These 
young  women  wanted  to  use  their  collective  strength  to  promote 
academic  excellence  and  to  provide  assistance  to  persons  in  need. 
On  March  1  9,  1  969,  1  1  Angelic  Deltas  descended  from  heaven  to 
charter  the  Zeta  Tau  chapter  on  the  campus  of  Florida  Memorial 
College,  now  Florida  Memorial  University.  Currently  the  Zeta  Tau 
chapter  has  embarked  on  a  whirlwind  of  activities  used  to  empower 
the  community  both  on  and  off  campus.  One  of  those  activities  is 
the  Relay  for  Life,  which  coincides  with  Delta  Sigma  Theta 's  partnership 
with  the  American  Cancer  Society.

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Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  founded  on  January  5, 
191  1  on  the  campus  of  Indiana  University  in  Bloomington,  IN. 
Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  founded  by  10  great  men 
with  the  mindset  of  Achievement  In  Every  Field  of  Human  Endeavor, 
which  is  the  fundamental  purpose  of  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity,  Inc. 

The  Epsilon  Mu  Chapter  of  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity,  Inc.  was 
founded  on  April  30,  1966  on  the  campus  of  Florida  Memorial 
College  in  St.  Augustine,  FL.  The  chapter  later  moved  along  with  the 
college  in  1968. 
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Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity  Inc  was  founded  on  the  campus  of 
Howard  University  in  Washington,  D.C.  on  January  9,  1914  by 
three  young  black  male  students.  The  founders  are  Honorable 
A.  Langston  Taylor,  Honorable  Leonard  F.  Morse  and  Honorable 
Charles  I.  Brown.  These  men  prestigious  men  wanted  to  organize  a 
Greek-letter  fraternity  that  would  exemplify  the  high  ideals  of  broth- 
erhood, scholarship  and  service.  The  founders  deeply  wished  to  cre- 
ate an  organization  that  viewed  itself  as  "a  part  of"  the  general 
community  rather  than  "apart  from"  the  general  community.  They 

believed  that  each  potential  member  should  be  judged  by  his  own  merits  rather  than  his 
family  background  or  affluence... without  regard  of  race,  nationality,  skin  tone  or  texture  of 
hair.  They  wished  and  wanted  their  fraternity  to  exist  as  part  of  even  a  greater  brotherhood 
which  would  be  devoted  to  the  "inclusive  we"  rather  than  the  "exclusive  we".  The  Beta  Pi 
Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity  Inc  was  the  first  fraternity  founded  on  the  Florida 
Memorial  College  campus  and  was  founded  by  Dr.  Von  D.  Mizzell  and  George  Ellis. 
We  may  not  be  the  first  but  "We  the  best!"

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Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Inc.  was  founded  on  the  simple  belief 
that  sorority  elitism  and  socializing  should  not  overshadow  the 
real  mission  for  progressive  organization  to  address  societal 
mores,  ills,  prejudices,  poverty,  and  health  concerns  of  the  day.  Zeta 
began  as  an  idea    conceived  by  five  coeds  at  Howard  University  in 
Washington  D.C.  the  most  Honorable  Arizona  Cleaver,  Myrtle  Tyler, 
Viola  Tyler,  Fannie  Pettie,  and  Pearl  Neal,  also  known  as  our  five 
pearls.  They  dared  to  depart  from  the  traditional  coalitions  for  Black 
women  and  sought  to  establish  a  new  organization  predicated  on  the  percepts  of 
Scholarship,  Service,  Sisterly  Love,  and  Finer  Womanhood.  It  was  the  idea  of  the 
Founders  that  the  Sorority  would  reach  college  women  in  all  parts  of  the  country  who  were 
sorority  minded  and  desired  to  follow  the  founding  principles  of  the  organization.  Since 
its  inception,  the  sorority  has  chronicled  a  number  of  Firsts.    Zeta  Phi  Beta  was  the  first 
Greek-letter  organization  to  charter  a  chapter  in  Africa  (1948);  to  form  adult  and  youth 
auxiliary  groups;  to  centralize  its  operations  in  a  national  headquarters;  and  to  be  con- 
stitutionally bound  sorority  to  a  fraternity,  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc. 

Over  the  years  since  the  sorority's  inception,  Zeta  Phi  Beta  has  chartered  hundreds  of 
chapters  and  initiated  thousands  of  women  around  the  world.    On  April  2,  1944,  lota 
Alpha,  the  Florida  Memorial  chapter,  was  one  of  the  hundreds.  The  members  of  lota 
Alpha  strive  to  continue  the  path  lay  before  us  by  upholding  our  principles  and  shining 
a  torch  for  elite  few  of  the  future.
